Automatic Severing Device for 
Pulp Machines. 








The illustration on this page shows the 
improvement in automatic 
severing pulp machines for 
severing and cleaving the pulp from the re- 
ceiving roller, Figure 1 being a side eleva- 
tion and Fig. 2 an end elevation of the ma- 


lesign of an 
devices for 


chine. 

A represents the bed of the machine, hav- 
ing attached upright housings, A’, for sup- 
porting rollers, B B’, the former being jour- 
naled in stationary boxes, 4, and the latter 
being journaled in boxes, 4’, adapted to slide 
up and down the housings with the up and 
down movement of roller B’. The lower 


roller B is provided in the usual manner, 


with an endless apron, C, by meansof which 
the pulp is brought to the rollers, the pulp 
being taken off the apron by the upper or 
feed roller B’. Crossbars, D, rest on the 
sliding boxes 4° of roller B’, and are con- 
nected by rods, d, with crossbars, D’, the 
latter in turn being connected by links, @, 
with levers, F, near the fulcrums, /, of the 
latter, and levers F are weighted, as shown 
at F', to press the upper roller B’ against the 
lower roller and drain the pulp of water as 
the pulp accumulates on roller B’. 

E represents the knife for severing the 
pulp and E’ represents the knife bar, to 
which the knife is adjustably secured by 
means of slots, ¢, and set screws, ¢:, the trun- 
nions of the knife bar being journaled in 
boxes, a, supported preferably by brackets, 
a’, connected with the housings. 
are preferably adjustable to and from the 
housings by means of slots, a?, and screw 
On the one trunnion, ¢, of the 
knife bar is loosely mounted a block, G, and 
rigidly attached to or integral with the top 
of this block is a lever, G’, the free end of 
the latter extending over the trunnion of

the feed roller and in position to engage a 
cam, Bz, mounted on such trunnion. 

The block G is slotted longitudinally, as 
shown at g, and within this slot, on the 
trunnion of the knife bar, is rigidly mount- 
ed a notched disk, H. The block has ears, 
gs, projecting forwardly at either side of the 
disk. Ears g’ afford a journal bearing for a 
spindle, 7, and upon this spindle, between 
the ears g’, is rigidly mounted a dog, I, 
adapted to engage the notch / of the disk 
H. The spindle i extends somewhat beyond 
the respective ears g’ and has at the one end 
rigidly mounted thereon or attached there- 
toa weight, preferably a bent arm, J. At 
the other end the spindle 7 is connected 
with a rod, K, by means of a link, L. The 
rod K extends upwardly through a hole in 
the forward end of a lever, M, and is screw 
threaded at its upper end for receiving a 
thumb nut, N. 

The lever M is fulcrumed at the side of the 
respective housing A’ above the trunnion of 
the feed roller B’, preferably near the upper 
end of the housing and rearward of the re- 
Spective trunnion of the feed roller, as 
shown at m, the forward end of the lever M 
being adapted to engage the thumb nut N. 
This lever M has a depending arm, M’, the 
free end whereof rests, preferably, upon the 
box 4 of the feed roller. 

In the operation of the device (the rollers 
traveling in the direction indicated by the 
arrows) as the pulp accumulates on the 
feed roller B’ the latter gradually rises. 
The depending arm M’ of the lever M, hav- 
‘ng contact with the box 4 of the feed 
roller, is elevated by the movement of the 
roller, gradually tilting the lever M upward, 
andby means of the forward end of this 
lever having centact with the thumb nut N 
the rod Kis elevated. This elevation of the 
rod K tilts the link L upward, and the latter 
' turn actuates the dog I to its engage- 
ment with the disk H at the notch 4. The 
lever G’ has in the meantime operated idly 
from its engagement with the depression 
hin the cam Bu, 

The arrangement and adjustment of the 


parts are such that when the pulp on the 
feed roller has reached a predetermined 
thickness the tooth of the dog I will enter 
the notch in the disk H, thereby locking the 
lever G’. This occurs just as the lever G’ 
has entered the depression 2* in the cam, 
and hence when the lever is again tilted up- 
ward after passing the depression in the 
cam the knife E is actuated in the direction 
to cause the edge of the knife to engage or 
come in such close proximity to the face of 
the roller B’ as to sever the pulp on the 
roller and cleave it off, the sheet of pulp 
thus disengaged falling on tothe table O. 
The arm J serves as a weight to assist the 
dog I to maintain its engagement with the 
disk H as the pulp is being severed and 
cleaved from the roller. 

By adjusting the thumb nut N up or down 
on the rod K the thickness of pulp which is 
allowed to accumulate on the feed roller | 
may be regulated as 
desired. 

With the construc- 
tion described, the 
parts having been ad- 
justed to give the de- 
sired thickness to the 
sheet of pulp, the ma- 
chine afterward op- 
erates automatically 
and requires no fur- 
ther attention, and 
the sheets of pulp dis- 
charged from the ma- 
chine are of a uniform 
thickness. 

Slight modifications 
in construction might 
be made. For instance 
acord might be used 
instead of the link L 
shown, and the 
pending arm M’ of the lever M might rest on 
the crossbar D, or directly on the trunnion 
of the feed roller, instead of resting on the 
journal box of the latter ; also the arm J 
might, if desired, be dispensed with without 
materially affecting the working of the ma- 
chine.

By MILL HAND. 


There comes atime in the life of every 
paper mill when it is time to cut off some of 
the old hands and get some ‘ new blood ”’ 
into the enterprise. Itseems rather hard to 
let old men go who have faithfully spent 
their lives in your employ, but when it be- 
comes a question between the success of a 
business and the comfort of superannuated 
employees, then the employee must go every 
time. It is not necessary to discharge old 
men abruptly from the positions which they 
have occupied for twenty or thirty years. 
There is a better and more humane way 
thanthat. Let the old men have the easy 
jobs which do not require very much manual 
labor. There is need of a watchman or two 
around every mill, and an old man is better 
than a young one for such work. Every 
mill having three machines has need of a 
‘‘yard master,’’ who shall have charge of 
all the teaming, be responsible for the stock 
which comes to the mill after it gets into 
the yard, and for the paper after it gets out 
of the finishing room until it is safely landed 
in the railroad station or car. The yard 
master has charge of all the coal as well, 
and, in fact, is a shipping clerk to all intents 
and purposes. 

In some mills it is the practice to give the 
old employees nominal positions where they 
can put in all their time, but do very little 
useful work to actually pay for the money 
they receive. This virtually amounts to 
giving the worn out man a pension, and 
he is kept as a sort of reserve force to be 
available in case of necessity caused by ac- 
cident or some other unforeseen 
rence. In some other mills it is the prac- 
tice to summarily discharge every man 
whose work gives evidence that his best 


occur- 


working days are past. 


This is of course a 


purely business-like proceeding, and every 


mill owner has a right to do so if he has 
a mind to; but there is not a mill man in 
the United States who will do such a thing 
as long as he has one particle of feeling for 
humanity left in his character. 





The burning of petroleum oil under paper 
mill boilers for steam making purposes is 
receiving a good deal of attention, but not 
nearly as much as it deserves. The econ- 
omy of making steam from oil does not de- 
pend alone upon the first cost of a given 
number of heat units in oil and in coal. 
Other things must be considered. At least 
two teams and two men are needed to sup- 
ply a large mill with coal, where it has to be 
hauled even a short distance. Ashes area 
nuisance and always will be as long as 
coal is burned. About the only thing that 


can be done with them is to hunt up some 
vacant lot which needs grading and to obtain 
the privilege of dumping ashes until that 
place is filled. Then the same operation 
must be repeated ad /ibitum. 


Beside the cost of teaming coal and ashes, 
the difference in the amount of help needed 
in the boiler room must be considered. A 
large mill which recently put in oil for fuel 
has dispensed with the services of two 
teams and five or six men by the change. 
The oil is brought to the mill a distance of 
between one-fourth and one-half mile by a 
pipe which crosses a stream 250 feet wide. 
The pipe is not laid in the water, but is sus- 
pended 10 or 15 feet above the surface by 
several strands of heavy wire, which in turn 
are made fast to a large tree on each bank. 
This rig supports the pipe all right at pres- 
ent, but river banks are proverbially soft 
and yielding. The constant strain of the 
pipe isa heavy pull on the trees which they 
cannot stand for many years. When the 
economy of the oil burning is fully proved 
it will be necessary to replace the trees with 
masonry towers to which the supporting 
pipe cable can be anchored in suspension 
bridge fashion. , 

The railroad is located several feet above 
the mill, and it is only necessary to connect 
the pipe to the bottom of an oil car tank 
and the petroleum will run to the boiler 
furnaces by gravity. Large tanks are used 
to hold the oil at the boiler rooms, and sev- 
eral of these tanks are provided so that one 
or more of them can be filled while one is 
used to supply thefurnaces. Several meth- 
ods of burning oil are in use; the best 
is atomizing the oil as it goes under the 
boilers by means of a jet of compressed 
air. Buta very small pump is necessary 
for this, and no appreciable power is con- 
sumed in operatingsuch a pump. .The next 
best method, and the one most used, is to 
atomize the oil by means of a steam jet. 
It is necessary that the steam shall be taken 
direct from the top of the boiler, and not 
from some pump connection, where it is al- 
most sure to be wet and at the best some- 
what irregular in pressure. A good, steady 
supply of dry steam is absolutely necessary 
for the satisfactory burning of oil in this 
manner. When oil is used a decent looking 
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boiler room can be kept. There is little, if 
any, dirt or dust from oil burning. It isclean 
and the boiler house may be decorated to 
look asnice as the engine room. A good 
method of fixing up both boiler and engine 
room is to sheathe with cheap lumber like 
pine or white wood and then stain to the 
color which suits the taste. The sheathing 
should be smoothed as well as possible, 
then covered with two coatings of size. 
This should be made of glue size about as 
thick as jelly, a little alum, and a small 
quantity of egg albumen. When the two 
coats of this substance are dry and thorough- 
ly hard the design must be traced upon it. 
The outline and those lines separating the 
different parts of the design, and all other 
parts which are to remain the natural color 
of the wood, are then carefully painted with 
Brunswick black or Canada balsam, laying 
on the black with a good body. This 
should remain until it 
gets thoroughly hard, 
which will be in about 
six or seven hours. 
The surface is then 
washed with a sponge 
and lukewarm water 
until all the size is 
removed from the ex- 
posed parts, the pat- 
tern which is drawn 
in the Brunswick 
black, which is imper- 
vious to water, re- 
maining intact, and 
serving to prevent the 
stains running to- 
gether when being ap- 
plied. The washing 
must thoroughly re- 
move all size prep- 
aration, and after 
the wood has been allowed to dry it will 
be ready for application of the colored 
stains. Ifthe painting has been properly 
done the design will appear as a clear black 
outline, the white spaces are to be filled in 
with various colors, after which the black 
outline is to be removed, as will be ex- 
plained. The black lines should be fully a 
sixteenth of an inch wide, and wider if re- 
quired. 

Having decided upon the woods to be 
imitated, the color to the stains, which 
may be either spirit stains or water stains 
or both may be laid in. The lightest stain 
must be put in first, and need not be con- 
fined to the exact outline of that par- 
ticular part, but it is as well that they 
should be. The stain may be freely used, 
and laid as level as it will allow, but a little 
shadiness will not be at all objectionable. 
The next darkest stain may now be pro- 
ceeded with and so on for as many stains as 
are desired. 


When all are dry and hard, the black out- 
line may be washed off of the wood with a 
brush and turpentine, which may be used 
freely until the whole of the Brunswick 
black is removed. The various colored 
stains will then appear inclosed in a white 
outline, which, if properly done, will be 
sharp and clean as an inlay of the real 
What grain the white wood has 
will be more or less seen through the stain, 
as it may be light or dark. The entire sur- 
face of a room may be treated in this man- 
ner, or only the panels of the doors may be 
finished in this way, the other parts being 
finished in a manner that will 
with the outline work.

In case of a large area of sheathing the 
boards may be made tight by the free use 
of calcined plaster (plaster of paris) and a 
paneled design worked thereon, the rails 
and stiles being dark, the panel part light. 





A method of ventilating and cooling hot 
engine rooms, as sometimes practiced by 
the writer, is to build wooden fans into the 
engine pulley, one fan between each pair of 
arms, at an angle of 45° with the plane of 
The pulley should be boxed in as 
tight as possible, and the boxing fixed 
tightly to the rim of the pulley, but under 


rotation. 
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no circumstances whatever should it be 
allowed to touch the pulley inthe least. A 
circular opening about one-third the diame- 
ter of the pulley should be left around the 
engine shaft, then build a spout from any 
convenient part of the pulley case (opposite 
the inlet is best) to the outside of the build- 
ing. 

In many cases the heat thus taken from 
the engine room may be used to heat some 
portion of the mill where it is desired to in- 
crease the temperature just about enough 
to prevent the freezing of water pipes. The 
‘* engine room air”’ is good enough for this 
purpose ; but it does not work very well 
where the smell of oil is undesirable ; there- 
fore it is not well to utilize in*this way 
engine room heat for general heating pur- 
poses. It was tried in one mill, and a line 
of 15 inch tin pipe was put up to convey the 
hot air where it was needed. The heating 
was successful enough, but the air was bad 
for the reasons above stated. Sometimes 
the ‘ fly wheel fan connections’’ may be 
reversed and cold air brought into the engine 
room, instead of forcing the heated air out- 
doors. This method is preferable in many 
ways. The cold air can be discharged just 
where it is most needed. 

It is not good policy to keep an engine 
room at a comparatively low temperature, 
neither is 110° nor 120° desirable, either 
for the engineer or for the belts, how- 
ever well it may agree with re-evaporation 
and other cylinder evils. Somehow or 
other, not many steam users feel disposed 
to put in a ventilating fan or spend much 
money on cooling appliances, therefore it is 
necessary for the engineer to rig up, as 
above, something for himself. Engine 
rooms which are so excessively hot as to 
require cooling when they have a sufficient 
ventilation may be set down as containing 
something wrong, either in uncovered 
steam pipes or in some other way, whereby 
a large surface of ‘*steam condensing 
metal’’ is exposed to the atmosphere.

Composition for Waterproofing 
Pulp. 








A new composition has been made 
for waterproofing pulp articles, to be used 
in that process wherein the pulp is saturated 
with an oxidizing Compound and then sub- 
jected to a high degree of heat, whereby 
the compound is oxidized within the pores 
of the pulp. has hitherto 
formed the chief material used for this pur- 
It is an oxidizing oil well adapted to 
the process and oxidizes into a hard and 
tough gum, giving the fibre great strength 
and toughness. Its high cost, however, has 
led to the use of rosin as a means of cheap- 
ening the cost of the bath ; but when rosin 
alone or dissolved naphtha was introduced 
with the linseed oil it resulted in rendering 
the pulp brittle in proportion to the amount 
used. It has been found that rosin may be 
rendered available for this use and its ob- 
jectionable qualities removed by the use of 
cotton seed oil, which, although an oxidizing 
oil, is oxidized with such difficulty as to be 
for practical purposes a non-oxidizing oil. 
The cotton seed oi! softens up the rosin and 
frees it from brittleness, at the same time 
becoming partially oxidized, while the lin- 
seed oil is present to supply the necessary 
strength and toughness. Sixty per cent. of 
rosin is dissolved for the purpose of facili- 
tating its mixture with the other ingredients 
in 30 per cent. of naphtha, and then 10 per 
cent. of boiled linseed oil is added. To this 
mixture is added 30 per cent. of crude cot- 
ton seed oil. The mixture is heated to 150 
Fahr. and the After 
soaking the ware is allowed to stand ex- 
posed to the air to remove the bulk of the 
naphtha, and it is then baked at a tempera- 
ture of 250° until the mixture is thoroughly 
oxidized within the body of the pulp. The 
ware treated with this material is hard and 
tough and is without brittleness incident to 
the presence of rosin, and at the same time 
it is said to be much cheaper than the ma- 
terial hitherto used for this class of work.

All grades of paper can be 
made fireproof, and at a recent experiment 
at Brussels this fact was fully demonstrated. 
In the centre of an open space a smal] house 
was built, the walls of linen and covered 
with paper treated for incombustibility. 
Under the floor were fagots saturated with 


petroleum. These were fired and the struc- 


ture was shortly completely enveloped in | 


flames. In the heart of this furnace a small 
book containing a single leaf of ‘‘ incom 
bustible paper’’ was placed. When the 


flames exhausted themselves, it is said that 
among the ashes this single sheet was found 
white and entirely unharmed. 

A chemist gives the following formula, as 


one of many, for rendering paper indestruc- | 


tible under the action of fire : 

Mix two-thirds of pulp with one-third of 
asbestos and dilute the mixture with a solu- 
tion of common sodic chloride and alum. 
After passing this through the mixer the 
paper is next immersed in a bath of gum 


lac dissolved in alcohol, ether, &c. Thus 
treated it is ready for the machine. 
Still another formula is as follows: Am. 


sulph., 8 pounds; am. carb., 24g pounds; 
br. acid, 3 pounds ; borax, 1 pound ; starch, 
2 pounds, and pure water, 100 pounds. Or- 
dinary grades of paper saturated with the 
above solution and then permitted to dry 
are rendered absolutely fireproof. 

It may not be generally known that the 
American Strawboard Company has for 
many months past been experimenting on a 
material for building purposes known as 
lignistra. This substance is very hard, and 
increases in density with age and takes a 
better finish and polish than the hardest 
woods. It can be nailed, sawed, planed, 
bored and in every way worked with car- 
penters’ tools. 

The American Strawboard Company late- 
ly finished and equipped the ‘*Old Man’s 
Home,’’ at Utica, N. Y., with this material, 
and the results are in every way satisfac- 
tory. 

Outside of the mere skeleton of the build- 
ing, the general manager of the company 
asserts that a structure of any size can be 
made from lignistra, and there is at pres- 


| ent a mill at New Portage, Ohio, devoted to

ligo, which was known to the Greeks 
Romans, has only been practically ap- 
ito dyeing processes in Europe since 


t xteenth century. 
ives a splendid blue coloring matter 
prepared from a variety of plants 
in India and the hottest parts of 
, America, termed the Jndigofera. In 
E .e it is also prepared from woad 
) and other plants. A peculiarity of 
t jloring matter is that it does not ec- 
cur in nature in the blue colored form, but 
jlorless, being in a firm combination 
with a basic substance rendering it neces- 
to put the plant through a fermenta- 
, process by means of which the color- 
lye is brought into solution and then, 
by the oxidizing action of the air, the indigo 
is separated and precipitated. This should 
be of a deep blue color, of small specific 
cravity, so that it swims on water and with 
very little ash. On heating, a reddish pur- 
ple vapor is evolved and the dye is com- 
pletely insoluble in fuming sulphuric acid, 
giving a deep blue solution.

Commercial indigo contains from 20 to 
of indigotin (C,.H,.N,O,), 
which is the active and blue dyeing prin- 
Besides the indigotin, indigo gluten, 
indigo brown, and indigo red are also 
present in larger or smaller percentages 
according to quality. For testing the value 
of indigo for dyeing purposes the so-called 
chlorine test is sometimes used, by means 
of which it is ascertained how much of a 
solution of bleaching powder of a given 
strength is required to decolorize a certain 
weight of indigo which has been previously 
disso.ved in sulphuric acid. By comparison 
similar tests made with solutions of 
known strength containing pure sublimed in- 
digotin a percentage result is easily arrived 
at. Another method consists in using per- 
manganate of potash for titrating the indigo 
solution, and a number of other substances 
may be employed in the same way. 

Indigo blue (indigotin C,6H,.N,O2) which 
can be sublimed from commercial indigo 
is soluble in aniline, benzol, chloroform- 
phenol, paraffin, &c., also, as before men- 
tioned, in concentrated sulphuric acid, form- 
ing a deep blue fluid, termed indigosulphuric 
acid (C,,H,N,O,(HSOy;).. Substances ca- 
pable of taking up oxygen, such as cop- 
peras, sulphites and hyposulphites, zinc 
dust, &c., reduce indigotin in presence of 
water to indigo white (CisH,,N,O,), as the 
oxygen of the water combines with the re- 
ducing agent and the hydrogen combines 
with the indigotin. Indigo white is soluble 
in alkaline fluids and is converted by oxi- 
dizing agents (permanganic acid, chlorine, 
chromic acid, &c.) into soluble isatin (Cy, 
H,,N,0,). 

The process of dyeing with indigo, which 
produces an exceedingly fast color not at- 
tacked by either alkaline or acid fluids, de- 
pends in almost every case on the reduction 
of indigo blue to indigo white, and is car- 
ried on in the so-called indigo, or blue, vat 
in which the indigo in most cases is dis- 
solved by reduction, or in some cases by 
Sulphuric acid. The goods to be dyed, 
woolens, cotton or linen goods, are soaked 
in the alkaline fluid containing indigo white 
and then exposed to the air by means of 
which the indigo white is converted into in- 
digo blue by oxidation. For reducing pur- 
poses very different substances are em- 
ployed in practice and the vats (large iron 
or copper vessels) are named accordingly. 
The woad vat was formerly charged with 
woad alone, but now a mixture of woad 
and indigo is employed which is caused to 
ferment by the use of madder, bran, &c. 
Thus the indigo is reduced to its white mod- 
ification, which dissolves to a yellowish lye 
in the fluid which is made alkaline with 
potash and quicklime. 

In the potash or soda vat the indigo is 
mixed with much alkali, also some madder 
«nd bran, producing the desired fermenta- 
tion and solution of the indigo. 

These two are termed ‘warm vats,”’ as 
heating is required, whilst the following 
ones are termed ‘‘cold vats.’?’ The cop- 
peras vat contains copperas (sulphate of 
'ron) and lime besidesindigo. The zinc vat 
replaces the copperas by zinc dust, which is 
* well-known and powerful reducing agent. 
The lant vat is charged by dissolving indigo 
'n putrid urine—the reduction takes place 
48 in the case of the first two vats by putre- 
factive fermentation, and solution is caused 
by the carbonate of ammonia produced by 
the putrefaction of the urine. 

The hyposulphite vat contains hyposul- 
Phite of soda produced by the action of 
granulated zinc on acid sodium sulphite, and

A contested will is creating much interest 
The case is in the courts 
and expert testimony has been taken. Ed- 
ward Dickinson, of Springfield, Mass., who 
was called as an expert, testified that the 
will was written on a cylinder made paper, 
and that no writing paper has been made 
that way since 1877. He thought no heat 
had been applied to the paper since it was 
manufactured. The dark spots on the will 
were not caused by coloring, but may have 
been caused by soot. He thought water had 
been brought in contact with it. The ap- 
pearance of age cannot be produced on 
paper so as to deceive a man of experience. 
It is not possible for the paper on which the 
will is written to be a modern paper. Mar- 
shall D. Ewell, of South Evanston, Ill., a 
lawyer who had given attention specially to 
microscopical work on writing, testified he 
had discovered no evidences of carboniza- 
tion. Examination by tHe glass showed the 
fibres of the paper intact. He thought the 
will was on the paper before water was ap- 
plied to it. According to him the will is 
written with a logwood ink. It has the 
right color and would not spread as nygro- 
cine ink would. He thought that the signa- 
ture was written with the same ink as the 
will, only there was less ink in the pen. The 
proponent’s counsel have accepted the chal- 
lenge of contestants to have a chemical test 
of the will made in the presence of the jury.

PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 

The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted— 
at the port of New York during the 
month ended August 31, as reported, 
amounted to 18,651 bales and 1,348 
tons, the difference in quantities com- 
pared with the corresponding month of 
1890 being a decrease in rags of 767 
bales, in old papers a decrease of 897 
bales,.and in manilla stocks a de- 
crease of 5,222 bales. There were 25 
tons of wood pulp imported during Au- 
gust, and of chemical fibre 73 tons more 
than the July imports were brought 
in. The appended tabulation shows the 
quantities of paper making materials of 
the kinds mentioned whi¢h were re- 
ported as having been imported during 
the month of August for five years :

I have been told that some English 
mills making fine writings are using bronze 
bed plates and roll bars, the cost of which 
compares very favorably with the steel 
bars. One result of using these bronze 
plates was quite unlooked for. In treating 
strong stock with steel bars there is always 
a rise of temperature in the engines; with 
the bronze plates the pulp remains cool 
throughout, not only preventing discolora- 
tion, but saving an appreciable amount of 
driving power. 


The market for jute stocks will bear 
a little watching just at present. The price 
on jute butts is well sustained, and the 
statistics would seem to bear out the expec- 
tations of those who are bulls, the visible 
supply to December 1 in round figures be- 
ing 99,000 bales, as against 182,000 bales 
in 1890 and 162,000 bales in 1889, while the 
deliveries to paper manufacturers during 
the first eight months of the year were 
219,000 bales, as against 132,000 bales in 
1890. It is also generally conceded that 
this year’s crop is 25 per cent. short.

The Story of a Flood. 
Averitt Park, N. Y., August 29, 1891. 
Editor of The Fournal: 

The flood or freshet here has been the 
greatest ever known on this stream—the 
Wynantskill—and the damage to mill prop- 
erty is correspondingly large. 

Rain commenced falling on Thursday 
very gently about 6 o’clock in the morning 
and continued to fall moderately until 
about 12 o’clock noon, when it ceased. 
The air was close, hot and sultry. Rain 
commenced falling again about 3 o’clock 
P. M., gradually increasing in volume until 
5 o’clock, when it was falling in almost a 
solid sheet of water, and continued to fall 
until 6 o’clock Pp. M., when it ceased. But 
the work was done ; by this time the stream 
was over its banks. Soon the mad waters 
from the mountain streams came roaring, 
rushing down the valleys, leaping into and 
swelling the Wynantskill into a wild, irre- 
sistible force, sweeping everything before 
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its | 


character; that is, the rains and swollen | 


It has made many | 
large fortunes for paper makers, a phase in | 


| it—bridges, mill dams, buildings, all going 
| down before its irresistible force. 

| There are, or were, seven bridges in the 
village, a distance of 2!¢ miles. Six of 
them are swept away ; there are five dams, 
| all of which received more or less injury. 
Pierce Kane’s knitting mill is the first mill. 
| A wing of his dam gave way, sweeping 
away a barn, storehouse and shop. Water 
rushed against and around his mill, flood- 
ing the basement, where were stored some 
$10,000 worth of finished goods. The water 
rose on the first floor to the depth of 5 feet, 
damaging goods and machinery. The loss 


is large. 

Next is A. B. Knowlson’s knitting mill. 
About 20 feet of his dam was carried away ; 
mill buildings not injured. 

Next is 1. McConihe’s warp mill. The 
dam gave way and the water rushed di- 
rectly against the building, bursting in 
| through the walls in front and out in the 
rear, almost demolishing the mill, 

Next is Snyder’s paint mill. His dam is 
only slightly injured. Some 30 feet of his 
trunk is gone. 

Next is my ‘‘Sylvan Paper Mill.’”’ The 
bulkhead is carried away, with about 50 
feet of the trunk. The raceway is slightly 
damaged, but $1,500 to $2,000 will cover 
damage to the mill property. I lose about 
5 acres of fine meadow land, which was so 
thoroughly washed that only stones are 
left. 

There has been great damage done to 
property other than that done to mill 
owners. One general assortment store, 
owned by Huntly & Olmstead, was com- 
pletely swept away—building and goods 
all gone. There were several barns and 
one dwelling swept away. Fortunately 
there were no lives lost in this village. 

Three miles away the stream passes 

through the village of West Sand Lake, 
where a great deal of damage was done. 
There are several mills there—knitting and 
ori mills—all of which received more 
| 





or less damage. Bridges are all gone there. 
R. T. Smart’s Troy City Paper Mill is on 
this stream in the edge of the city of Troy, 
His loss will be from $5,000 to $10,000. 
| The town is a heavy loser in bridges and 
tremendous washouts.

The call of the docket will commence on Monday, 
September 14, proximo, and conclude on December 9, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

The cases set for each particular day designated 
have been grouped according to the similarity of the 
subject matter involved, so that the same hearing may 
embrace analogous questions of law and fact and all 
like cases be thus disposed of by one decision. Every 
person having a case will thus be enabled to have his 
day in court. 

All persons concerned as parties or interested in the 
questions under consideration are invited to be present 
at these hearings or to file briefs or arguments before 
the particular board holding the hearing. 

The two boards of three general appraisers are desig- 
nated for convenience respectively as Boards No. 1 
and No. 2, and the docket names,the board by number 
before which each class of cases will be heard. 

Litigants desiring witnesses to be summoned will 
furnish to the clerk of the board a list of names of such 
witnesses, with their residences, in due time, describing 
the case and naming the day set for the hearing. 

The list of cases will be found to embrace many sub- 
jects which have heretofore been ruled on by one or 
both of the boards, as well as some now pending in the 
courts for decision, 

The boards will use their discretion in continuing or 
suspending the consideration of these cases unless the 
parties interested, including the Government and the 
importer, express dissent from such disposition. All 
applications to suspend particular cases or to continue 
the hearing to a future day will be respectfully con- 
sidered at any time and may be made orally or in writ- 
ing. 

Protests received too late to be included in this list 
may, on seasonable application, be embraced in the 
hearings involving analogous questions of law and 
tact. 

Litigants at a distance may submit evidence by affi- 
davits as to questions of fact involved in the contention 
raised by their protests.

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Why Some Boilers Explode. 





To many owners of plants a boiler | 
is a boiler, no matter how constructed, what | 
shape or design it is; their only reliance is | 
the thickness of plates and size of rivets.

know not that explosions have 
with plenty of water in boiler, or that many 
are due to unequal expansion and contrac- 
tion through poor design, caused by dan 
gerous defects and not discovered in time. 
They do not know that the 
boiler depends upon the strength of the 


safety of a 
material. It is sometimes very hard to 
make them understand that thorough in- 
spections by practical men are the only 
means of ascertaining the condition. 

The ordinary two flue boilers—and many 
are in commission to-day—have been very 
prolific in explosion, the greatest defect in 
design of this class of boilers being that of 
unequal expansion between flues and shell. 

If large flues are put in they leave little 
space between flue and shell, leaving small 
body of water to amount of heating sur 
face ; dangerous cracks occur on heads at 
points between flue and shell on bends of 
flange, and especially if bends of same are 
turned radical or with small radius either 
designedly or through attempts to fit head 
to shell. 

If an iron head and grain of plate runs 
from top to bottom, as many are, through 
lack of knowledge or want of thought in 
that direction, they invariably crack, often 
on being first fired up. 

Often sectional area above these boilers 
are poorly braced, heads thus receiving 
in addition to boiler pressure the pressure of 
expansion of flues. 

Often braces in these boilers are found 
broken, and if these defects are neglected 
serious ruptures, if not explosion, must 
follow. 

Often it is impossible to see these checks 
when they first occur, especially if water 
used has lime or magnesia in it, that part 
(side of flues) is such that deposit collects 
around flange of heads, and heads of rivets 
of flue and shell ; while, being a bad place 
to clean, it hides any of these defects from 
view, and should it be cracked through the 
leakage will help to draw deposit to that 
point, and should it be leaking bad it can- 
not be observed from inside. Many of these 
boilers are very long and have no doors at 
the rear end of settings, consequently the 
accumulation of ashes is so great that it is 
impossible to see the rear end only by tak- 
ing down brickwork. 

The above class of steam users will hesi- 
tate about doing any such work, as it costs 
more than insurance usually to tear down 
and repair same; they do not consider it 
any advantage to them to be protected ; 
they usually hire men to look after their 
boilers whose experience has been very 
limited but are working cheap, but they are 
heard of often through the press of the 
country in something like the following 
notice : ‘‘Small & Gains’ boiler exploded 
to-day with loss of life and property, cause 
not known ;”’ often 
yet.”

Assumption of Agency.—-To recover in a 
suit brought for goods sold and delivered 
it becomes necessary to prove that the per- 
son who got them and to whose account 
they were originally charged was the son 
of the party sued. No express promise of 
the latter’s to pay for them was shown, A 
letter written by the person who got the 
goods claiming agency would be no evi- 
dence of it. That it was shown to be the 
rumor of the neighborhood that he was the 
son of the person sued would be offset by 
the testimony of the latter that he was not. 
Such relationship ought to be established by 
better evidence than a mere neighborhood 
rumor. It must be proved to be a fact.— 
Sax v. Davis, Supreme Court of Iowa, 47 N. 
W. Rep. 990 (133). 





Failure of Consideration of Note.—A 
note was given in consideration of forbear- 
ance from legal proceedings against a per- 
son, and when it was sued upon he set up a 
failure of consideration upon the ground 
that one of the chief motives which induced 
him to execute the note was to keep the 
matter from his family and his church, and 
that it had become public, and therefore 
that he should be relieved from the pay- 
ment of the note. This is not sufficient to 
amount to a failure of consideration unless 
it appears that the person to whom the 
note was given agreed to keep the transac- 
tion secret and had failed to keep the agree- 
ment.— Swanson v. Griffin, Supreme Court of 
Mississippi, 8 South. Rep. 511 (116). 





Carriers of Goods—Failure to Deliver. 
—Sayles’ Civil St. Tex., Art. 4227, which 
provides that for negligent detention of prop- 
erty beyond the time necessary for its 
transportation a railroad company shall 
pay all the damages sustained and 5 per 
cent. per month on the value of the property 
at the time of shipment, does not repeal 
by implication Article 4258a, imposing on 
the company a penalty for refusal to deliver 
goods on payment or tender of the charges, 
as shown by the bill of lading. No depot 
was maintained at M., and it was the cus- 
tom to deliver freight for that place from 
the depot at T., the conductors of the 
freight trains acting as freight agents at M. 
The tender of charges and demand for 
goods should be made at T., where the 
goods were retained, and the penalty im- 
posed by Article 4258a was incurred by re- 
fusal to deliver at T.—St. Louis, A. and T. 
Ry. Co. v. McKee, Court of Appeals of Texas, 
15S. W. Rep. 45 (166). 





Delivery of Goods for Shipment.—Where 
a merchant has a continuing contract with 
a wholesale merchant to ship goods on or- 
der, freight prepaid, and during the con- 
tinuance of such contract gives a written 
order to ‘* ship at once ten cases of coffee,”’ 
which is done, the seller prepaying the 
freight, and five cases of the coffee are at- 
tached by a creditor of the purchaser 
before delivery to him by the carrier, it is 
a question for the jury whether the coffee 
was to be delivered by the seller at the 
purchaser’s place of business or to the car- 
rier only. In the latter case the attach- 
ment is good; in the former it is not. In 
an action by the seller against the pur- 
chaser for the price of. the coffee attached 
after delivery to the carrier by a creditor of 
the purchaser, evidence of the custom of 
dealing under the continuing contract and 
that all former shipments under that con- 
tract were delivered at the purchaser’s

New Pulley Clutch and Cut-Off 
Coupling. 
The pulley clutch herewith illys. 


trated in whole and in detail consists of 4 
very few parts and is simple in construction 
and compact in arrangement. Figure 
shows an end view and Fig. 2a longitudinal] 
section of the clutch. The long hub I, ast 
to the pulley is bored out and lined with a 
brass bushing, J. This pulley runs loosely 
on the shaft and the long hub of the 
flanged coupling H is keyed on the shaft. 
The hub of this coupling is turned off to 
allow the sleeve G to move longitudinally 


onit. Fig. 8 shows a separate view of one 
of the clamps A A, shown in Fig. 2. Each 
clamp is pivoted on a bolt, M. These bolts 


are fitted into the flange of the coupling H, 
so as to cause the clamps to revolve with 
the coupling. For further security a plate, 
N, is placed under the heads of the bolts 
M M to tie the two together. The right 
and left handed screw C C works in brass 
nuts, which are fitted in the clamps A A, 
and by turning this screw in one or 
the other direction the clamps A A are 
either tightened or loosened on the hub I of 
the pulley. For the purpose of turning the 
screw C C ineither direction a ratchet whee] 
is fastened to its centre, which engages with 
the pawl D; the pin on which this paw] 
works passes through two links, O O, which 
are free to rotate on the screw C C;; this 
pin also passes through the forked end of 
the lever F, which is shown separately in 
Fig. 4. The other end of this lever is at. 
tached to the sleeve Gas shown. From the 
foregoing it will be seen that the links 00 
form a connection between the screw CC, 
the ratchet wheel, pawl and the leverF. A 
finger, E, is fulcrumed on the back of the 
lever F, and the spring I, acting at one end, 
causes the other end of the finger to press 
on the pawl D, keeping the latter engaged 
with the wheel. Now, by means of a suita- 
ble fork and collar in the groove of the 
sleeve G, a longitudinal movement can be 
given to the sleeve while the shaft is in 
motion. When the movement of G is to- 
ward the pulley the lever F is carried for- 
ward, and the pawl and ratchet act to 
tighten the clamps A A, thereby transmit- 
.ting-metion to .he- pulley; when a loosen- 
ing of the clamps is required the sleeve G is 
moved back sufficiently to reverse the pawl 
D; the finger Ein this case will bear on the 
other side of the pawl, causing the ratchet 
wheel to loosen the screws. This at first 
sight may seem to be improbable, but. it 
will be found on investigation that, as the 
lever F recedes, the position of the pawl D 
relatively to the lever F changes, and when 
a certain distance has been passed over the 
finger E has ridden over the outer edge of 
the pawl D, and the pressure is applied to 
the side of the pawl opposite to that shown 
in the illustration. By this simple means 
the position of the pawl is quickly changed, 
thereby producing an action either for 
tightening or loosening the screw C C, .ac- 
cording to which side of the pawl is en- 
gaged with the ratchet wheel, the whole 
arrangement requiring but a small space 
on the shaft. A marked advantage is 
claimed for this clutch, namely, the tight- 
ening may be gradual, thereby starting the 
machinery slowly, agd by further tighten- 
‘ing all slipping on the-pulley is prevented. 
For dynamos and other machinery requiring 
caution in starting this clutch is said to be 
well adapted. 

For cut-off couplings the pulley part is 
not required ; one section of the shaft ex- 
tends into the hub I sufficiently far to sup- 
port it while running loose, and the hub | is 
keyed on the other section of the shaft. 

At L a screw is provided when soft metal 
or a wooden plug is to be brought in contact 
with screw C. By tightening the screw L 
the plug is brought in contact with C, and 
makes it tighter in the thread, so as to stand 
without loosening when in use.

This is 
not the case in all plants, but in the major- 
ity of them the boiler is neglected, so that 
more time and attention can be given to the 
engine and its surroundings, and it is usually 
noticed that wherever there is a fine engine

room will be found quite dirty, most of the | 


apparatus required therein being in an un- 
cleanly condition, more so than should be 
necessary from the amount of dirt and dust 
usually made in such places. 

Where the engine receives the larger 
amount of the attention the boiler must of 
necessity be neglected, and usually is to a 
considerable extent, as is nearly always 
the case where the engineer does his own 
firing. All engineers know that the boiler is 
the most important piece of machinery 
about the plant, or at least should receive 
the greater amount of attention. Owing to 
the duties required of boiler and engine and 
the means employed for working them, it is 
understood that there is a possibility of ac- 
cidents occurring in a short space of time 
which may be the cause of the destruction 
of the whole apparatus. When an engine 
breaks down the destruction is usually con- 


tined to the one room and is seldom disas- | 


trous, for such accidents rarely occur, while 
anything that may happen to the boiler, 
and the possibilities are many, may be the 
cause of a large amount of damage. 

We have no indicators for boilers that 
serve the purpose so fully as the steam 
engine indicator, and the noises produced 
are practically indications of the condition 
vf the engine, but in a boiler there is 
nothing which corresponds to this, for al- 
though braces may be loose or broken, 
rivet heads corroded and eaten off, boiler 
plates grooved or pitted, initial strains 
present from the too free use of the drift 
pin, necessitated by the low price at which 
the boiler was furnished, crystallized plates, 
produced partly from the same cause, may 
anyone be capable of causing a terrible 


accident, which coming as it will, without | 


warning, may make the results most ter- 
rible. All these defects have been found in 
boilers, in some cases before an accident 
has occurred, but in others only from an 
examination of the wreck produced and of

In plants where a fireman is employed a 
much cleaner fire room is usually found, 
and occasionally the fireman takes suffi

as to keep all the fittings bright, the ceil- 
ings and walls whitewashed, pipes, dome, 
&c., nicely painted a deep jet black, and an 
air of tidiness all around. In such a place 
it may be inferred from a casual view that 
the machinery of all kinds has excellent 
care and that the inside of the boiler re- 
ceives fully as much attention and as close 
examination as the outside parts which 
make the show, and this is as it should be. 
Some engineers have claimed with a show 
of pride that they have not had their 
boilers open for over six weeks, two months 
or longer, as the case may be, apparently 
considering that such things are compli- 
mentary to their ability as an engineer. In 
some cases it is all right, no doubt, for any 
engineer that gives his boiler a careful ex- 
amination and inspection every two or three 
months may be reasonably assured of its 
safe condition for that length of time, pro-
